arms extended, and their necks se- 
curely enclosed in a. piece of plank. 
In this position, boys were permitted 
to throw rotten eggs at them. 
Doth 


pillories haTc been erected and oc- 
cupied at -the same time, one each 
and tho other west of the jail. 
We 


never saw them up, but have seen 
them in reserve in the jail barn, as 
late as 1S12. 


"The instrument-used for whippinj 


was a 'cat o' nine tails/ a whip with i 
nine lashes, each of which was knot- 
ted and terminated with iron wire. 
To make the cuts more severe, they

On the contrary, government supervision will benefit both 


the railroads and the .public by conserving the Interests of toth. 


It Is far better for a railroad like the Southern Paclllc, for ex- 


ampe, which traverses many states, to be under the supervision of 
a strong, ablo Interstate commerce commission than under the rule 


of the legislatures of many states. 


The railroad question is too big for the Individual slates to ban- 


die; therefore the Federal Government has a right to step In and- 
supervise. Any theory of state's rights that does not concede that 
the government must handle those corporations and questions which, 
have grown too largie for the states is unsound. 


Jn the west, -particularly In the hilddle west, there Is a demand 


that the railroads be taken in hand hy the government, but with 
the exception of a few radicals there are none who wish to give the 
railroads anything hut a square deal. 


In the last analysis the railroads are creatures of the people
